September prices 
remain fairly stable

Prices remained fairly stable dur- 
ing the first half of September, fi- 
gures released yesterday by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics showed. The 
aver age level of prices was 2.2 per 
cent above August’s average, but most 
of this increase was the result of a 
233 per cent rise in the price of fruits 
and vegetables, a seasonal develop- 
ment. 

These figures were based on 65 
per cent of the items of the basket of 
goods and services comprising the 
Consumer Price todex. The final 
figures for the pace of inflation in 
September will be published on 
October 15. 


Dollar falls sharply 


LONDON, (Reuter). - The dollar 
ended a hectic day's trading in 
•k Europe at its lowest level since June 
• 1984, depressed by. the threat of 
conceited intervention by central 
banks of the world's leading indust- 
rial democracies, currency dealers 
said. 

The tumble followed a meeting 
Sunday in New York by the finance 
ministers and cent r al bank presi- 
dents of the U.S., U.K., France, 
West Germany and Japan, who 
agreed that the U.S. currency was 
overvalued: 

This was widely interpreted as 
signalling the start of a major con- 
certed campaign to drive down the 
dollar by currency intervention - a 
process when governments sell one 
currency and buy others to bring 
about a change in values. 

Exchange dealers reacted by sell- 
mg the dollar heavily when markets 
reopened after the weekend. 


- Interest rates seen dropping

Interest rates in the economy are 
expected to drop by some.2 per cent 
in the coming- days- fofioiving.^an' 
announcement by the Bank of Israel 
that it will reduce the rates it charges 
and pays the commercial banks by 2 
per cent from Thursday. 

The bank had been the object of 
much criticism recently due to its 
policy of high interest rates. Most of 
the attacks came from the business 
sector, which has complained that 


the high rates are damaging com- 
panies and the self-employed. 

• ' As a result of the drop in interest 
rates, tbe basic lenefing rate is ex- 
pected to frill to some 6 per cent, 
from its current level of 8 per cent. 

The central bank stressed that it 
will not abandon its policy m the 
near future, and that only small and 
gradual reductions in interest rates 
are to be expected . It added that this 
was the only way of restraining credi t 
in the economy. 


“Israel sells Awacs to Argentina’

Defence industries sources de- 
clined to comment on a Newsweek 
magazine report this week that 
Argentina had bought a sophisti- 
cated Awacs radar plane from Israel. 

It was noted, however, that Israel 
dews not manufacture nor operate 
Awacs planes. “Awacs” generally 
refers to the American-built Boeing 
airborne warning and command sys- 
tem planes, which at over $150 mil- 
lion each are operated only by the 
U.S. and Nato and are due to be 
delivered next year to the Saudis. 

The Israel Air Force does operate 
American-built HaWkeye EW (early 
warning) planes, which would be 
unlikely candidates for resale to 


Argentina. (The U.S,. recently 
blocked a proposed sale of aging 
Skyhawks by Israel to Argentina, 
because they were originally 
American-made . ) 

However, the Israel Aircraft In- 
dustries does make converted 
Boeing 707 electronic intelligence 
aircraft, which are used for airborne 
communications and electronic 
counter-measures such as jamming. 

The IAI also offers a completely 
made-in-Isracl plane, the small twin- 
engined Arava, fitted with electronic 
intelligence equipment, as well as 
the Seascan, a naval surveillance 
version of the Westwind business 
jet. These could, presumably, be 
offered for sale to Argentina. 


Acre woman slightly hurt by 
nail-filled terrorist bomb

Police said that from the evidence 
they had gathered it appeared the 
work of terrorists. 

Cafe owner Yitzhak Moreno said - 
he heard the blast and saw a billow of ' 
smoke.

c saw people running in all directions. 

Fortunately nobody had been sit- 
ting at tbe tables in front of the cafe.

4 • been injured, Moreno said.

side the cafe for selling ice cream. 

The injured woman, Mazal Uzan, 
a resident of Acre, was taken to a 
first aid station and released after 
treatment. 

Police sealed off the street and set 
up road blocks around the area. 
Later dozens of people were de- 
tained for questioning. 

There have been a spate of small 
explosive devices going off or being 
discovered beforehand in the Haifa 
and northern region in the past few 
months. 

Small charges, believed to be simi- 
lar to the one yesterday, went off 
outride the district court house in 
Haifa, the Zim building in Haifa's 
downtown quarter and in Hadera's 
TTiam square during July. 

Three Arab members of the Acre 
municipal council condemned 
yesterday's bombing, calling it a 
“criminal act." The three were de- 
puty mayor Hflmi Shafi and council- 
men Rama Khouri and Mohammed 
Shaaban. 







Government officials reacted with 
marked satisfaction to this news not- 
ing that the figures are in line with 
the expectations of tbe economic 
plan. 

Economic observers in Jerusalem 
said that the bureau figures did not 
take into account the anticipated 
drop in housing prices and the SO per 
cent' cut in the travel tax. 

These two factors are expected to 
bring down the price index by some 1 
to 1.5 percentage points. According 
to the observers a rate of inflation in 
the vicinity of 2 peT cent, or even 
lower, would seem reasonable for 
September given the price figures 
- released yesterday. 



The U.S. unit which fell yesterday 
by roughly 5 per cent, finished Euro-

The shekel was. devalued by some 
6 per cent against two European 
currencies yesterday, reflecting de- 
velopments in international curren- 
cy markets. The rate of exchange of 
the shekel was set at IS2,115.4 for 
£1 , 5.8 per cent above the weekend’s 
rate, and IS54237 for DM1, 6 per 
cent more than the weekend’s rate. 

The shekel has been pegged to the 
dollar by the government’s emergen- 
cy stabilization plan launched in 
July. Thus, as the American curren- 
cy plunged in Europe, the Bank of 
Israel followed suit.

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Mubarak 
to Reagan: 
TestPLO

WASHINGTON. - Visiting Egyp- 
tian President Hosni- Mubarak 
yesterday urged President Reagan to 
test the PLO’s peaceful intentions 
toward Israel by opening a U.S. 
dialogue with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation as quickly as 
possible. 

Mubarak, who met for one hour 
with Reagan at the White House, 

! was said to have maintained that 
| PLO leader Yasser Arafat has 
already “ implicitly” accepted Amer- 
ica’s long-standing conditions for 
recognition - namely that the PLO 
accept UN Security Council Resolu- 
tions 242 and 338 as well as Israel’s 
right to exist. 

According to a senior administra- 
tion official who briefed reporters at 
the White House following the 
Reagan-Mubarak meeting, the 
Egyptian president promised that 
the PLO would “explicitly” accept 
the U.S. terms but only “within the 
context of a dialogue" with the U.S. 

But the U.S. official said the U.S. 
position would remain unchanged - 
a “dear” statement from the PLO 
was required in advance. 

The offidal refused to provide 
details of any new ideas which 
Mubarak may have brought with

Jews in Israel will join their co- , 
religionists throughout the world in a 
day of fasting, prayer and introspec- 
tion as they observe Yom Kippur, 
which begins tonight. 

The 25-hour fast, which in Jeru- 
salem begins at 5 p.m. and ends at 
6:12 "p.m. tomorrow, will be made 
more difficult by the heat wave, 
although the weatherman promises 
that temperatures will go down 
slightly. 

In the coastal area it will be about ! 
28 degrees, further inland it will 1 
reach 30, in Beeisheva about 33, the 
Kinneret about 34-35 and Eilat ab- 
out 38. Jerusalem and the hilly areas 
will be 29 degrees.

Despite Likud objections 

Taba talks in Cairo 
may include arbitration

In a last-minute pre-Yom Kippur 
agreement, representatives of tbe 
Ethiopian Jews demonstrating 
across from the offices of tbe Chief 
Rabbinate accepted a proposal by 
the chief rabbis to end their 20-day 
old protest. 

The proposal of the chief rabbin- 
ate centred around the role of the 
kesim (Ethiopian Jewish religious 
elders). The elders are apparently to 
be accepted as expert witnesses in 
matters concerning the Jewish 
lineage of Ethiopian immigrants 
who are candidates for marriage. 

Barring any last minute surprises, 
the Ethiopian Jews were to be on 
their way back to their absorption 
centres on buses provided by the 
Absorption Ministry before morn- 
ing. 


The representatives of the Ethio- 
pian immigrants and several of the 
kesim signed the agreement with 
Absorption Minister Ya'acov Tsur 
and Rabbi Moshe Salomon, 
director-general of the Religious 
Affairs Ministry. The chief rabbis 
were not present at the signing, 
which took place in the Plaza Hotel. 

Earlier in the day. former Ashke- 
nazi chief rabbi Shlomo Goren and 
former Sephardi chief rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef visired the demonstrators 
opposite the Chief Rabbinate and 
donated ISIOO.OOO to their demon- 
stration fond. 

Yosef, who, like Goren. has back- 
ed the Ethiopian Jews' stand against 
any conversion ceremony, also cal- 
led upon them to go home, promis- 
ing to do all in his power to further 
their cause.

The Israeli delegation to the 
Taba talks with Egypt, resuming 
Thursday, will feel frilly empo- 
wered to draft a compromis, or 
document of arbitration, with 
Egypt notwithstanding tbe 
Likud's protests that such a 
drafting would be beyond the 
delegation's mandate. 

A senior delegation source told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
Premier Peres had rebuffed Acting 
Foreign Minister Moshe Arens’ de- 
mand yesterday that the reference to 
drafting a compromis be exorcised 
from the formal letter of instructions, 
which Peres wrote to the negotiating 
delegation. ... 

' ' Arens spoke to - Peres after a~tele- 
phone conversation with Vice Pre- 
mier and Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, who is in New York for the 
UN General Assembly. 

Arens contends that tbe reference 
to drafting the arbitration document 
went beyond the La hour- Likud 
understanding on the negotiators' 
terms of reference. 

The senior delegation source said 
that the representatives of the Prime 
Minister's Office and of the Defence 
Ministry on the delegation were en- 
tirely capable of negotiating the 
document with the Egyptians - 
should the men from the Foreign 
Ministry decide to stay silent when 
this matter comes up. 

The source mentioned in this con- 
text Defence Ministry legal aide 
Yoel Singer, who was active in the 


drafting work leading up to the 
Israel-Egypt peace treaty. 

Foreign Ministry sources told The 
Post this week that their representa- 
tive’s brief is indeed “to listen but 
not to talk” if arbitration is discussed 
in the talks. It is undear, though, 
whether this restriction will apply to 
Prof. Ruth Lapidot, an academic 
lawyer on the delegation as an out- 
side expert. 

Israel's principle negotiators at 
the Cairo talks are Alnf(Res) Avra- 
ham Tamfr , the director-general of 
the Prime Minister’s Office; David 
Kimche, director-general of the 
Foreign Ministry; and Avi Yahu 
Bin-Nun of the IDF. 

At the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Security Committee yesterday, 
Peres said that Egypt had come part 
•way to meet Israel. It had accepted, 
the Israeli view that all the outstand- ' 
mg issues should be discussed anti 
resolved ad a single basket. It had 
also made certain gestures of good- 
will. 

Peres said that President Hosni 
Mubarak had agreed to put the Taba 
controversy on the back burner for a 
few weeks while senior officials clar- 
ified the nature of the dispute and 
the possible solutions. While the 
Israeli negotiators to be sent to Cairo 
would not be authorized to take any 
decisions, he said, they would be 
charged with clarifying all the issues 
and proposals in detail, including 
arbitration, be said. 

Peres said: “By agreeing to 
arbitration we do not necessarily 
lose Taba. 1 had reasonable grounds 
for assuming that Shamir endorsed

Arens delivers protest 
to UK on arms, PLO

Israel yesterday delivered a for- 
mal protest to Britain over London’s 
arms deals with Saudi Arabia and 
Jordan, and over Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's invitation to 
FLO officials to hold talks with the 
British foreign secretary. 

Acting Foreign Minister Moshe 
Arens called in the British ambassa- ' 
dor, C. William Squires, to tell him 
of Israel's “deep displeasure” over 
Britain’s “deviation” from its policy 
in the Middle East. 

Arens, a professor of aeronautics 
in his pre-political life, spoke of the 
high potency of the Tornado war- 
plane which the British are selling to 
Saudi Arabia. He said the proposed 
arms sales would upset the strategic 
balance in the region and “impose a 
heavy economic burden on Israel." 

The British envoy was asked 
whether there were to be any res- 
traints attached to the Tornado sale. 
He said he did not know. 

Regarding the invitation to 
Mohammed Milhem and Elias 


Khoury, both prominent PLO offi- 
cials, to join a Jordanian -Palestinian 
delegation for talks with Britain's Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, Arens said this 
“must be interpreted in Israel as 
encouragement to an organization 
whose aim is the destruction of Israel 
and which remains true to this aim by 
perpetrating acts of terrorism 
against Israeli citizens.” 

Arens, flanked by Deputy Minis- 
ter Ronnie Milo, Assistant Director- 
General Yesbayahu Anug and Euro- 
pean Director Amos Ganor, noted 
sourly that Britain was still maintain- 
ing an arms embargo against Israel. 

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Shamir is to meet with Howe at 
the UN in New York today and this 
tension in Israeli-British relations is

Syrians sponsor Tripoli ceasefire 


BEIRUT (AP). - Senior Syrian 
army officers negotiated a ceasefire 
in Lebanon’s northern port of Tripo- 
li last night to end nine days of 
-savage fighting between rival Mos- 
lem militias and said both rides have 
agreed to hand over their heavy 
weapons. 

Brig. Gen. Ghazi Kenaan, Syria's 
military intelligence chief in Leba- 
non, said after meeting with Prime 
Minister Rashid Karame and militia 
chieftains: “We know where the 
weapons are and we shall raid any 
place where we suspect weapons are 
being hidden.” 


He said all heavy weapons such as 
artillery and mortars will be guarded 
by Syrian and Lebanese army 
troops. 

Kenaan said he* expected the 
weapons to be handed over within 48 
hours when Syrian army observers 
will man checkpoints abandoned by 
Lebanese troops when the fighting 
erupted September 15. 

Reporters in Tripoli said the Sunni 
Moslem Tawheed Islami, or Islamic 
Unification, militia and the Alawite 
Moslem Arab Democratic Party 
continued shooting along the front 
line that slices through the city. 


U.S. wants direct peace talks by 1986

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz yesterday 
underlined the Reagan administra- 
tion’s intention to try to get direct 
Arab-Israeli peace negotiations 
started before tie end of this year. 

Addressing the opening session of 
the UN General Assembly, Shultz 
spoke only in general terms about 
the need for peace in the Middle 
East. Most of his prepared speech 
focused on other issues, especially 
East-West relations. 

On Saturday, President Reagan 
similarly called for the start of direct 
negotiations this year. . 

“In the Middle East, 10 or 15 years 
ago. peace between Israel and any 
Arab state seemed a remote, if not 
impossible, dream,” Shultz said at 
the UN. Tin ally, after untold suf- 


fering and four wars, a courageous 
leader, Anwar ' Sadat, abandoned 
the old ways of thinkingand took the 
step no other Arab leader had been 
prepared even to contemplate. 

“He recognized that the state of 
Israel' was here to stay and, with 
prime minister Begin, vowed that 
there would be no more wars. Peace 
and normal relations were estab- 
lished andthe Sinai was returned." 

Shultz continued: The lesson of 
the past is dear. Progress can only be 
achieved through direct negotiations 
based on Security Council Resolu- 
tions 242 and 338. There is no other 
way, and evasion of this reality only 
prolongs suffering and heightens 
danger.” 

In his remarks, Shultz did not 
mention the PLO directly.

IDF kills 2 terrorists in Lebanon buffer zone 


An Israel Defence Forces unit 
shot and killed two teirorists in the 
South Lebanon security zone on 
' Sunday night. There were no, Israeli

/ The IDF -spokesman said yester- 
day that the IDFunit nbtioed two 
' armed men acting suspiciously 
/ northwest of the Druse village of 
Hasbaya tome 25 kilometres north 
of the Israeli border. . • 

/l The troops opened fire and later 


found the two bodies, next to which . 
were rifles, sabotage equipment, a 
mine and grenades. 

The IDF has reinforced its patrols . 
and presence along tbe northern 
border, including tho Golan, in pre- 
paration for the forthcoming Yom-: 
Kippur and Succot holidays. 

The IDF mounted a seven-hour 
air and land operation against Shi’ite 
Moslem gunmen in the security zone 
last Saturday to prevent Katyusha 


rocket attacks. 

. Reuters reports from Tyre that a 
Shfite ' militiaman was killed and 
eight people wounded yesterday 
when mines exploded near the 
wreckage of an Israeli helicopter. 

Sources in the Shi’ite Amal militia 
said the casualties were caused by 
anti-personnel mines sown on Sun- 
day by Israeli soldiers after they blew 
up the helicopter, downed by a rock- 
et on Saturday. ' 


Lebanese . security sources said 
two mines exploded as Amal men 
searched the area for three Lebanese 
killed when gunmen clashed with the 
Israeli salvage force. They said the 
Amal men recovered one of the. 
three bodes. 

Because of the mines, residents 
were advised to stay away from the 
area of the wreckage near the village 
of Zibldneh, 12 kilometres from the 
Israeli border.

Peres says: 

‘Combination of factors 
cuts terror in areas’

Prime Minister Peres said yesier-. 
day that terrorist activities in the 
administered areas had fallen off to 
some degree lately, because of the 
stationing of regular IDF units there, 
because of the deterrent effect of 
detentions and expulsions and be- 
cause the Jordanian authorities were 
taking a more vigilant attitude. 

Peres told the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee that 
Arabs in the areas want a Palestinian 
state just as Yasser Arafat does, but 
they differ from him because they do 
not consider terror the appropriate 
means to attain that end. 

Peres said be had the impression 
that Egypt and Jordan were coordi- 
nating their moves in order to depict 
the peace process to Washington in 
the same terms. 

When King Hussein visits 
Washington, Peres predicted, he will 


quite likely make certain conces- 
sions to American demands vis-h-vis 
the peace process, so as to increase 
his credit with Congress and with 
American public opinion. 

Peres said the U.S. administration 
still stipulated firmly that an Amer- 
ican meeting with a joint Jordan! an- 
Palestinian delegation would only 
take place if it led to a second 
meeting between that delegation 
and an Israeli delegation, face to 
face across the negotiating table. 

Nor would the U.S. talk to the 
PLO if the PLO declined to sub- 
scribe to Security Council Resolu- 
tions 242 and 338, and to recognize 
Israel, Peres noted. 

All the Middle East leaders due to 
visit Washington in the coming 
weeks would be out to score points 
with the administration; on Capitol 
Hill, and with public opinion, Peres 
said. 


Gaza man killed by patrol 
died of 3 bullets in the head 


GAZA (I tiro). - The 18-year-old 
local man shot dead by an army 
patrol last Tuesday died of three 
bullet wounds in the head, though 
the Israel Defence Forces had said 
the patrol fired at the man's legs, 
Itim’s Yitzhak Levinson reports. 

Meanwhile; the eight-year-old 
boy fatally wounded on Friday when 
an IDF patrol fired at the car in 
which he and his father were riding, 
will probably be buried one night 
this week to prevent disturbances. 

The IDF is investigating both inci- 
dents. 

The International Committee of 
the Red Cross is also investigating 
the incidents. It will relay its findings 
to ICRC headquarters in Geneva. 

According to the IDF, Monzir 
Aziz, 18, and a friend fled when a 


patrol asked them to halt. The sol- 
diers first fired warning shots into 
the air. But when the men kept 
running, the soldiers fired at their 
legs, killing Aziz, the IDF bad said. 

In the other incident, according to 
the IDF, Fahir Jindiya, 35, and his 
sou drove by two IDF patrols in 
Gaza last Friday and was signalled to 
stop by both. Their car then passed a 
third patrol that had been warned by 
radio of a "suspicious vehicle." 

The patrol fired warning shots into 
the air. When the car foiled to stop, 
the soldiers fired at its tires. When 
these failed to stop the vehicle, the 
soldiers - in keeping with standing 
orders- fired into the car, wounding 
the father and fatally injuring the 
boy.

Paratroop families 
demand war probe 
at memorial rite 

TEL NOF (Itim). - The cries of 
anguished parents demanding the 
establishment of a commission to 
investigate the war in Lebanon repe- 
atedly interrupted a speech by Prime 
Minister Peres at the annual service 
at the paratroops memorial here 
yesterday. 

Efrat Speigel and her son Ehud, 
active in the campaign to investigate 
the war, called out to Peres: "You 
have no right to stand here." A 
bereaved father cried out: "Sharon 
sent them there. Why isn't there an 
investigation?” 

Attending the ceremony for the 
1.309 paratroopers killed in the line 
of duty were Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon (a former commander of the 
paratroopers). Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. Chief of the General 
Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe Lew, senior 
officers and thousands of members 
of bereaved families. 

Peres said: "Our disputes pale in 
comparison to the glorious service to 
our people by • these fighters and 
commanders, and to the need to give 
our people security and the hope for 
peace." 

Following the memorial service, 
the families and comrades at arms of 
the fallen approached the shining 
new memorial with the names of the 
KN paratroopers who fell in the 
Lebanon war. 


Shmuel Malavsky, 
famed cantor, at 91

The famed cantor Shmuel Malavs- 
ky died at the age of 91 in New Jersey 
on the eve of Rosh Hashana, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The Russian-born Malavsky, who 
emigrated to the U.S. at the age of 18 
after his father died, was trained by 
the great cantor Yossele Rosenblatt, 
who also sang with him.

Only a few isolated cases of irregu- 
larities were uncovered in a probe 
ordered by the Chief of the General 
Staff into allegations of harassment 
by soldiers serving in die adminis- 
trered territories, military sources 
said yesterday.

Ado an Jaber was named as the 
man behind the activities of a three- 
man Fatah cell, two of whom were 
sentenced to 25 years in prison 
yesterday. Jaber was said to have run 
the cell from Amman. 


CGS Rav-Aluf (Lieut.-Gen.) 
Moshe Levy learned from the probe 
that most of the allegations were 
unfounded and were intended to 
poison the atmosphere in the terri- 
tories and hamper the IDFs mission 
there. 

The major mission of foe IDF in 
the territories is to prevent terrorist 
acts and this was carried out with 
strict respect for the feelings of the 
local residents, the sources said.

Summer travel abroad 
drops by 41 per cent

The number of Israelis travelling 
abroad during the summer fell by 41 
per eenr compared to last year, fi- 
gures released yesterday by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics showed. 

The bureau said that in foe first 
eight months of the year, the number 
of Israelis going abroad totalled 
353,600, compared to half a million 
in the same period last year- a drop 
of 29 per cent. 


U.S. warning to UN agency over Israel 


VIENNA (AP). - The U.S. warned 
it will suspend activities in the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency if 
Israel is barred from attending the 
agency's annual conference which 
began yesterday. 

The 120-natiou specialized UN 
agency is demanding an Israeli 
pledge that it will refrain from 
attacks on the nuclear facilities of its 
neighbours. Israel has refused to 
provide it. 

The agency has a UN mandate to 
promote peaceful uses of nuclear 
energy and prevent its misuse for 
military purposes. It has sought the 

f iiorantee since Israeli warplanes 
nocked out an Iraqi reactor near 
Baghdad June 7, 1981. Israel alleged

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2,000-year-old finds re-evaluated 

Crucifixion victim had arms tied to the cross

A recent reexamination of the 
remains of a man crucified in Jeru- 
salem 2,000 years ago - the only 
remains' of a crucifixion ever found - 
refute foe original findings that foe 
victim’s heels had been nailed 
together, and that his arms had been 
nailed to the cross. 

A new study in Jerusalem by an 
anthropologist and an anatomist 
concludes that the victim's arms 
were tied to the cross and that each 
leg was separately nailed to the 
wooden upright. 

These findings by Joseph Zias of 
the government’s Antiquities De- 
partment and Prof. Eliezcr Sekeles. 
who teaches anatomy at theHadas- 
sah Medical School will probably 
revise the general perception of a 
find which has aroused greater in- 
terest around the world than virtual- 
ly any other archaeological discov- 
ery ever made in Jerusalem. 

The crucified remains were found 
in 1968 in one of numerous ossauries 
(small stone coffins) unearthed on 
Givat Hamivtar in northern Jeru- 
salem during the course of bulldoz- 
ing the foundations for houses. 
Carved on the ossuary was the name 


Jehohanan. When opened at the 
Rockefeller Museum; it was found 
that au iron nail had been driven 
through bony, material r- dearly a 
case of crud&aon. Between the nail 
head and foe bone was foe remains 
of a wooden plaque.. *. 

Death by crutifodon resulted from 
a painful process of asphyxiation, 
and not the traumatic injury caused 
by nailing. . 

Prof. N. Haas of Hebrew Uni* 
verity's Department of Anatomy' 
conduded that -the bony material, 
which was covered by encrustations, 
was in reality two bones - a right 1 
heel-bone, largely preserved, and a 
tiny fragment of the left heel bone. 

Haas concluded from this that the 
victim had not been hong on the 
cross vertically as crucifixions are 
traditionally depicted, bat that he 
had been propped up in a semi- 
crouch - sitting on a small crossbar 
with his knees drawn up together to 
one side. On foe basis of a slight 
scratch be discerned in foe radial 
bone of the right forearm. Haas 
conduded that nails had been driven 
through the victim's forearms 
attached to the main crossbar. 

Although the conclusions of the 
distinguished anatomist were gener- 


ally accepted by both laymen and 
scholars, doubts about them were 
periodically voiced over the y ears by 
the late Prof. Yigael Yadin and 
others, indnding foreign scholars. 
Haas was immobilized by an acci- 
. dent shortly after he published his 
findings in 1970 and has been unable 
to respond- 

The reexamination was under- 
taken two years ago by Zias and 
Sekeles. Since foe original remains 
had been given over to a hevra 
kadisha (burial society) for reburial^ 
says Zias, the newstiidy was carried 
out on foe basis of photographs, 
casts and x-rays made at the lime, 
Zias and. Sekeles had also seen the 
- nailed remains before reburial. 

In an interview yesterday and in 
an article published in foe Israel 
Exploration Journal , the pair con- 
cluded that a number of basic errors 
bad been made in the original find- 
ings. 

Following are Zias' and Sekeles' 
major conclusions: 

Two heel bones were not pierced 
by foe nail, only one. The tiny frag- 
ment Haas had interpreted as part of 
foe left heel bone was part of another 
bone that bad become attached to 
the nail in foe course of time. “This 


could not be a heel bone because of 
its structure,” says Sekeles. “A heel 
bone is mainly made from spongy 
bone. This is a compact-type bone 
which is from a long bone. It must 
have fallen here and adhered." 

In addition, the pair note, the nail 
is not 17-18 centimetres long as Haas 
reported but only 11.5 centimetres. 

1 ‘"There simplv was not enough room 
for both heel bones and a two- 
centimetre thick wooden plaque to 
have been pierced by the nail and 
affixed to the vertical shaft of the 
cross." The wooden plaque attached 
to the outside of the foot was in- 
tended. they assume, to make it 
more difficult for the victim to pull 

hislegfree. .. 

Tbe supposed scratch of the radial 
bone that indicated to Haas that the 
forearms had been nailed is a mark- 
ing commonly seen in almost every 
radial bone and not the result of a 
nail; If a nail had been driven into 
foe forearm, foe distortion would 
have been unmistakeable. In the 
absence of such distortions, the re- 
searchers conclude that the arms 
were tied to the crossarms. Zias 
notes that there are depictions in 
ancient p ain tings showing a crucifi- 
xion with nailed feet and tied arms. 


Radio ads for W. Bank town 
must go on, says High Court

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day issued a temporary injuction 
ordering Israel Radio to resume 
broadcasting advertisements promot- 
ing settlement in Eli in the West 
Bank. The order - issued at the 
settlers request - will remain in 
effect until the matter comes before 
a panel of three judges. 

Meanwhile, there were conflicting 
reports on foe extent of construction 
permitted at foe settlement on foe 
Nablus-Ramallah road. Gush Emu- 
nim's spokesman Noam Amoo said 
yesterday they have received per- 
mission to build homes for 600 fami- 
lies in “foe first stage.” 

However, the Housing Ministry’s 
spokeswoman Aliza Goren Said the 
Ministerial Settlement Committee 
decided in April 1984 to allow con- 
struction of just 250 homes. She 
added, however, that the ministers 
had decided foe town could possibly 
be further enlarged. 

Gush Fmnnrm hopes to. turn Eli 
into a town of 2,000 families and has 
launched a major public relations 


campaign which is to c ulmin ate with 
a cornerstone- laying ceremony on 
October 2. 

Through foe Judea and Samaria 
Development Co. it paid for the 
broadcasting on radio of calls by 
Gush Emunim leaders to attend foe 
ceremony. The Broadcasting Au- 
thority’s Dan Kaner reportedly cen- 
sored some clauses in the texts and 
finally cleared the items for broad- 
casting as advertisements. On 
September 20 tbe radio’s manage- 
ment ordered them stopped. 

In its petition to the High Court of 
Justice tbe development company 
claimed the ban was politically moti- 
vated. The state told the court foe 
original derision to dear foe items 
for broadcasting was “a mistake” 
because they constituted political 
propaganda. 

Justice Menahem Eflon referred 
' the case to a three-judge bench but 
issued a temporary injunction in 
favour of foe company. He ex- 
plained he believed that if the items 
were not broadcast, foe company 
would lose more than Israel Radio 
stands to lose if they are broadcast. 


Labour chiefs early poll hid is blocked

LONDON. - David Owen, leader of 
Britain's Social Democratic Party 
and a former Labour foreign secret- 
ary is to embark on a> week-long 
private visit to foe Middle East. 

Owen, who is generally believed 
to be foe most favourably inclined 
towards Israel of the four major 
party leaders, will meet top politi- 
cians in each country he visits. 

He leaves for Syria and a meeting 


with President Assad on Thursday 
before moving onto Jordan where he 
is due to be received by Crown 
Prince Hassan. 

Then he travels to Israel to see 
Prime Minister Peres, and other 
leaders. 

He condudes his tour in Egypt 
where he will have talks with Presi- 
dent Mubarak.

Histadrut, government sign wage pact

The Government and the Histad- 
rut yesterday signed an agreement 
stab ilizin g wages in foe public sector 
until April 1986, which is to be given 
foe force of law in order to impose it 
on a number of recalcitrant profes- 
sional unions. 

The accord raises starting salaries 
in the lower civil service ranks by 
eliminating foe two lowest grades in 
the regular public sector pay scale 
and in foe pay scale for engineers 
and social science and humanities 
graduates. 

The agreement, which was ham- 
mered out late Sunday night, post- 
pones all other wage increases until 


next April, but permits allowances 
for expenses to be 'revised upward 
starting in October. It was signed for 
foe government by Hillel Dudai of 
the Treasury and Trade Union chief 
Haim Haberfeld for the Histadrut. 

The exemption from National In- 
surance payments for low-paid 
workers will remain in effect until 
April 1986. 

Various provisions of the agree- 
ment are opposed by the two 
teachers unions, foe engineers, uni- 
versity graduates in social sciences 
and humanities, and foe doctors, all 
of whom were due to receive wage 
increases in accordance with earlier 
agreements. 


PLO leaders decide on more ‘armed struggle’ 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). - Palestinian 
leaders meeting here agreed to step 
up armed struggle in occupied Arab 
territories, foe official Iraqi News 
Agency reported last night. 

It said foe executive committee of 
foe PLO had adopted measures 
which would “contribute to provid- 
ing a basis for accelerating Palesti- 
nian armed struggle in different 


forms in the occupied Arab lands.” 

The meeting, chaired by Yasser 
Arafat, also discussed means of 
“consolidating foe steadfastness of 
foe Palestinian people against Zion- 
ist atrocities, issues related to the 
Palestinian revolution, the general 
situation in the Arab homeland and 
supporting Arab solidarity,” foe 
agency said.

Victim may have witnessed bursary 

Civil Defence murder suspect linked to thefts 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Three weeks before he allegedly 
shot to death Gideon Alon in the 
streets of Kiryat Moshe, reserve IDF 
Civil Defence officer Yeshayahu 
Ehrental was named by his civilian 
boss as a burglary suspect to Jeru- 
salem police. 

'stigators now believe that 
Ehrental shot 'Alon because he 
thought Alon had witnessed one of 
his suspected car burglaries. 

Police have located a stash of 
stolen goods at EhremaTs Invest- 
ment Authority offices - mostly car 
radios and handbags stolen from cars 


in the Kiryat Moshe neighbourhood 
where Ehrental worked and Alon 
was slain. 

Ehrental’s boss at the Treasury 
agency reported his suspicions about 
the Civil Defence reserve officer 
three weeks before the slaying, 
which occurred last week when 
Ehrental stopped Alon on the street, 
shouted “Stop Thief/’ and shot at 
dose range into the man's chest and 
head. 

According to police sources, the 
information about Ehrental was duly 
recorded, but by the time of the 
kiUing burglary division detectives 


had not taken any action other than 
paperwork. 

* The sources emphasized that a 
month-long time lag between re- 
ports of suspidons by citizens and 
operational action is not unusual, 
given the work load of the burglary 
division's 20-man bureau in the 
capital. . 

Jerusalem police spokesman Rafi 
Levy said yesterday it was likely that 
Ehrental would be charged with 
burglary as well as the slaying. 

Ehrental is awaiting trial at the 
Kfar Shaul mental hospital in the 
capital. 


Ehrental was given a deferment 
from regular army service when he 
was due to be conscripted because he 
was studying at a yeshiva at the time, 
the army spokesman said yesterday. 
He was later transferred directly into 
reserve service after doing short 
second-stage {shim bet) basic train- 
ing. 

It had not been brought to the 
IDFs attention that Ehrental had 
spent time in a mental institution 
prior to his army service. If it had 
been known that be had been institu- 
tionalized, he would not have been 
given any security task, army sources 
said. 


Police need more men and higher pay, says Bar-Lev

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
plans to propose a 9 per cent wage 
increase, retroactive to April 1984, 
for the country's 16,000 policemen. 

Bar-Lev will tell the cabinet that a 
1979 cabinet decision to equate IDF 
and police salaries justifies such a 
rise. 

In April 1984, when the rest of the 
country’s civil servants got a 9 per 
cent wage hike, career soldiers en- 
joyed an 18 per cent increase in their 
paypackets. But the police did not 
receive the additional 9 per cent. 

According to sources in the Police 
Ministry, Bar-Lev has not yet had a 
full-fledged formal discussion about 
the pay raise proposal with Treasury 
officials. The Police Ministry views a 
wage increase for policemen as cri- 


tical to improving the quality of the 
force. 

Bar-Lev wants the pay raise, if 
decided upon by the government, to 
be retroactive to April 1984. 

Furthermore, in the preparations 
for the next fiscal year budget, Bar- 
Lev is planning a request for a 
budget increase of some 5 per cent a 
year - I5m. a year for the next five 
years - in order to add 300 policemen 
a year to the force. 

These new policemen would work 
as patrolmen, beat officers and in- 
telligence officers, as police effort 
begins to shift away from detection 
after crime to prevention of crime. 

' The government on Sunday heard 
an hour-long briefing on crime and 
the police - the first such briefing 
held in a cabinet meeting for the last 
decade - and in another session 


sometime before November, will 
discuss the reports by Bar-Lev and 
Inspector-General David Kraus. 

The minister and inspector- 
general reported to the government 
that terrorism has doubled since last 
year, with 100 terror crimes solved 
by the police and security forces 
between January and August. In 19 
of those incidents, murder took 
place. Fifty- two incidents involved 
home-made bombs. 

While last year there were no 
incidents involving petrol bombs, 
during the first eight months of 1985 
there were 12 incidents in which 
flaming bottles were hurled at vehi- 
cles. Almost all those incidents were 
in the administered territories. 
Three cases of arson for the pmpose 
of terror were reported - and solved 
by the police. 


More than 25 per cent of the 
terrorist incidents this year involved 
fake bombs. And the number of 
incidents involving landmines dou- 
bled - from two last year to four this 
year. 

Among the crime statistics offered 
by Bar-Lev and Kraus as evidence of 
the need for a beefed-up police force 
was the 250 per cent increase in 
white-collar crime. 

But perhaps most significant, 
Kraus noted, was “the sophistication 
and toughness of the Israeli criminal 
in the 1980s." 

More shooting incidents, more 
armed robbery, and more assaults 
with deadly weapons were recorded 
this year than last. Furthermore, 
noted <s, there has been a rise in 
the number of crimes involving com- 
puter fraud, and other sophisticated 
methods of theft.

Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
lashed out in the Knesset yesterday 
at the Likud ministers for defeating 
the prime minister’s proposal to in- 
crease the Health Minis try budget by 
$6 million, raised at Sunday’s 
cabinet meeting. 

Replying to a motion for the agen- 
da by Charlie Biton (Democratic 
Front for Peace and Equality) at the 
special session, Gur described the 
Likud ministers’ act as “hnttpg,” 
saying that the government had 
acted irresponsibly in pe rmittin g 
elderly and chronicaliy-xll patients to 
be thrown out do the street. „

opposition factions. "Attendance " 
during the afternoon was' mostly be- 
tween 15 and 20. 

Gur charged Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i with “cruelly with- 
holding funds” even though Gur had 
given him his signed undertaking 


that the health funds would repay 
themoney. 

As for the directors of the private 
nursing homes, they had “crossed 
the red line,” Gur said. He said he 
would insist on legislation or agree- 
ments that would prevent nursing 
homes from evacuating their pa- 
tients, as they did recently, at the 
risk of losing their licence. 

In a related matter. Labour and 
Social Affairs Minister Moshe Kat- 
sav told the Knesset that legislation 
would be submitted soon to provide 
nursing care for the infir m elderly 
through services provided in the 
community. This would be paid for 
by a special National Insurance Insti- 
tute fund that has been accumulating 
-sjnce^lSSO,. £ro*n_-a.;02 per cent., 
.addition to NIT payments deducted' 
from earnings. 

The delay in implementing the 
Nursing Care Insurance Law, passed 
in 1980, was raised by Gersbon Sha- 
fat (Tehiya), who noted that $80 
million had already accumulald in 
the special fund. 


Katsav noted that in 1980 the 
Knesset had adopted a framework 
law for nursing care, and attributed 
the delay to professional differences 
of opinion on the precise form this 
new branch of national insurance 
should take. 

But agreement has now been 
reached on the basic principles, he 
said, and a team representing the 
Nil, the Treasury, and the Health 
Ministry is now working oift the 
details for subsidiary legislation 
needed to implement the law. 

Another special Knesset session 


has been set for Thursday to take up 
the second and third readings of the 
bill on Emergency Arrangements in 
the State Economy. 

The government took advantage 
of yesterday’s session to achieve the 
final passage of the Bill on the Stabil- 
ity of Prices of Goods and Services. 
This replaces the economic plan 
adopted on July 1 in the form of 
emergency regulations for three 
months. The bffl requires wholesal- 
ers and retailers- and not just manu- 
facturers - to get permission of the 
Controller of Prices before raising 
prices.

100,000 
jobless

More than 100,000 people were 
unemployed last month - for the 
second month in a row - and there is 
little indication the figure will drop 
in the near future. 

This is the major finding of a 
monthly report by the Manpower 
Planning Authority of the Labour 
Ministry submined this week to 
Minister Moshe Katsav. 

The report projects an S.7 per cent 
unemployment rate for August, or 
about 120.000 people. In July about 
1 16.000 were jobless. 

Katsav, speaking at yesterday's 
special Knesset session on poverty, 
said he wanted “to sound an alarm 
over an unemployment rate that is 
steadily approaching 10 per cent. In 
the words of the prime minster, this 
would be a national catastrophe." 

The report stares the unempkn- 
ment rate has been growing since 
January when it was 5.4 per cent. 
The increase has been most marked 
among the "hard-core" unem- 
ployed. those registered jobless for 
more than six days a month, whoso 
numbers swelled from 19.700 in 
January to 24.000 in August. 

The hardest hit areas of the coun- 
try are still the development towns, 
whose jobless residents constitute 
nearly 47 per cent of the nation's 
hard-core unemployed. The highest 
ratios of hard-core to total local 
unemployed are in Sderot (81.3 per 
cent), Netivot (79.9). Yokneam 
(78.9) and Beit She'an (78.3). with 
others not far behind: Upper 
Nazareth (73.5). Ofakim (72.9). 
Dimona (72.2) and Yeroham (70.4). 

Fuel prices to drop 
4 per cent by Sunday

The prices of all consumer fuels 
are to be lowered by 4 per cent 
Saturday at midnight, the Energy 
Ministry announced yesterday. 

The ministry, with the approval of 
the Treasuiy, will thereby lower the 
price of petrol, kerosene, diesel fuel 
and cooking gas. 

The move was expected since last 
week’s similar reduction in the price 
of heavy oil for industry, thanks to 
the fell in world oil prices.

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Mexicans line up to identify dead 


MEXICO CITY (Reuter). - Mourn- 
ing Mexicans filed past thousands of 
earthquake victim* yesterday in 
search of missing loved ones as the 
authorities raced against lime to con- 
tain health hazards posed by the 
decomposing bodies. 

Relatives went to the capital's 
main baseball stadium, turned into a 
makeshift morgue, and after receiv- 
ing vaccinarions. they reviewed long 
lines of corpus. 

With communications inside the 
country still cut. and links to the 
outside world limited to telex lines, 
reports from provinces remained 
sketchy five days after the earth- 
quake. 

The Health Ministry said the final 
death toll was not likely to exceed 
5,000. although Red Cross officials 
and police continued to insist that up 
to 12,000 may have died. 

The Red Cross officials said more 
than 2,800 bodies have been dug out. 


At least 400 people had been found 
alive. Some 17,000 ware in hospital 
and up to 10,000 people were on- 
accounted for in Mexico City and 
elsewhere. 

Mexican health officials denied 
rumours that the corpses still under 
the rubble posed a serious health 
threat to the city. “Stay calm. Boil 
vour water. Take the normal precau- 
tions," one official said on radio. 

At the San Lorenzo Tezonco 
Cemetery, workers have prepared 
30-merre* long graves for unidenti- 
fied victims, leaving enough room 
for 1,500 corpses. 

But Mexican government officials 
were angered by foreign press re- 
ports of mass graves and said these 
reports were emotive and exagger- 
ated. 

Health workers fumigated the 
ruins in the city centre as foreign 
specialist teams helped mount field 
hospitals, demolish damaged houses 


and search for survivors with sniffer 
dogs. 

Troops patrolled the ruins and 
reinforced security around aban- 
doned shops and offices to keep 
away looters, who had pillaged 
jewelry stores, offices and empty 
homes. 

Two dozen planes from 16 coun- 
tries arrived with personnel and aid 
Sunday and more came yesterday 
morning. But many Mexicans were 
critical of the delay in sending aid. . 

The first experts from the U.S. 
and Europe arrived on Saturday 
more than 48 hours after the quake. 

A team of British army engineers 
arrived from their base in Belize with 
jeeps and other equipment to help in 
the rescue and demolition opera- 
tion. 

From Israel came a 35-man team 
of servicemen and civilians with spe- 
cial baBomi Boats to fht heavy slabs of 
concrete. 


Shultz, at UN, raps Soviets 
for ignoring U.S. proposals 



Wave of Sikh bombings on eve of poll 


AMRITSAR. India. - Sikh terror- 
ists unleashed a wave of bombings 
yesterday on the final day of Punjab 
election campaigning, despite mas- 
sive security, killing three children. 

United News of India reported 
seven explosions, all in vehicles used 
by election workers or candidates in 
tomorrow’s controversial balloting. 

In Bataia. a small town in the Sikh 
militant stronghold Gurdarspur. 
three girls were killed when a car 
used by two members of Parliament 
from Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's 
Congress Party exploded near where 
they were playing. 

The Parliament members, who 
had just attended a rally, had left the 
car five minutes earlier for lunch at a 
restaurant, one of them said. Cam- 


paigning is prohibited on the day 
before the election. 

In an explosion in the southern 
district Faridkot, another militant 
stronghold, one child was slightly 
injured. UNI reported. 

The blasts were the first terrorist 
attacks reported in 18 days of cam- 
paigning for the election, which Sikh 
militants have vowed to boycott 
peacefully. 

In Amritsar, the Sikh holy city and 
a militant stronghold, a small bomb , 
went off under the car of a former 
state assembly speaker, Brij 
B hush an Mehra, while he was cam- 
paigning in a nearby market. 

Amritsar police said one Sikh was 
arrested at the scene and another 


taken into custody later. 

The bombings took place despite a 
massive force of more than 115,000 
police and paramilitary forces de- 
ployed in Punjab, which has been 
wracked by Sikh extremist violence 
for more than three years. 

Three of yesterday’s blasts took 
place in Gurdaspur, which has the 
largest concentration of security 
troops - some 17,000 - of any of 
Punjab's 12 districts. 

Before the bombings, Punjab 
Governor Arjun Singh issued a 
statement expressing satisfaction 
that the campaign had been largely 
free of violence and that “the peo- 
ple's resistance" to terrorists had 
blocked those "out to subvert the 
democratic process. "

UNITED NATIONS (AP). - U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
accused the Soviet Union yesterday 
| of failing to respond to what he 
described as "far-reaching propos- 
als" by the U.S. for an arms control 
agreement in Geneva. 

“We have offered rrade-offs and 
made dear our Teadiness to take 
account of legitimate Soviet con- 
cerns to obtain an agreement that 
would enhance strategic stability and 
strengthen deterrents." Shultz said. 

“Thus far the Soviet Union has 
not negotiated with a responsiveness 
that the talks require," Shultz said. 

Shultz's remarks were made in a 
prepared address to the opening ses- 
sion of the 40th UN General Assem- 
bly. 

Among U.S. proposals at Gene- 
va. Shultz said, are a reduction by 
almost one-half of strategic ballistic 
missile warheads and “elimination 
of the whole class of U.S. and 
Soviet" intermediate range missiles. 

“We repeatedly have stressed our 
readiness for give-and-take and to 
consider alternative proposals.'' 
Shultz said. 

Shultz will meet later this week 


with Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze. 

The Soviet foreign minister is to 
travel to Washington later in the. 
week to meet with President Reagan 
for talks regarded as important for 
success of the upcoming summit con- 
ference Reagan will hold with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev in Gene- 
va on November 19-20. 

Jn his UN speech Shultz said the 
U.S. “is working hard" to ensure' 
that the Geneva summit is produc- 
tive. 

He said he hopes the meeting will 
“give further impetus to the wide- 
ranging dialogue on which we both 
are already embarked.*' 

Meanwhile, an army of security 
forces prepared what one agent cal- 
led his agency's largest protective 
undertaking ever as international 
leaders began arriving yesterday to 
commemorate the 40th anniversary 
of the UN. 

At least 90 beads of government 
and more than 100 foreign ministers 
are expected during the next three 
months to mark the anniversary, 
with the peak of the celebration 
coming on .October 24. 


S. Africa rejects criticism 
of its invasion of Angola 


JOHANNESBURG. - South Afri- 
ca, under heavy international critic- 
ism over its military involvement in 
neighbouring black-ruled suites, 
yesterday defended its latest incur- 
sion into Angola. 

State-run radio, in a commentary 
reflecting government thinking, 
said: Diplomatically, it is Angola 
which should be in the dock for 
breaking faith. 

The UN has attacked South Africa 
! for sending troops into Angola last 
week in what Pretoria said was pur- 
suit of guerrillas from neighbouring 
Namibia (South West Africa), which 
it rules in defiance of the UN. 

Pretoria has admitted aiding 
Angolan rebels but said that last 
week's raid was directed against 
South West Africa People's Orga- 
nization (Swapo) guerrillas. 

The radio accused Angola of “bla- 


tant violation" of a 19-mouth-old 
agreement to stop Swapo operating 
from southern Angola. "Far from 
acting to prevent Swapo from mov- 
ing back... to intensify its terrorist 
activities, the, Angolan. government 
seems to have given the organization 
free rein," it said. 

South Africa said Sunday that it 
had pulled out the 500 troops it said 
it sent into Angola in pursuit of 
Swapo. 

In another development a group 
of nine British church leaders and 
members of parliament arrived in 
South Africa yesterday. 

In Washington, the Reagan admi- 
nistration, saying it needed to keep 
open communication channels jn its 
troubled relations with South Afri- 
ca, announced it had decided to 
accept the credentials of that coun- 
try's ambassador. 


Cash harvest falls short by $10m. 


CHAMPAIGN, Illinois (AP). - 
Financially strapped American far- 
mers reaped publicity from Farmaid. 
but the immediate cash harvest was 
less than S10 million from the Big- 
name benefit concert that rocked the 
heartland with country, blues and 
rock'n'roll. - 

“It- went great; fei restf-happy. ft '.r 
exceeded my expectations," Willie 
Nelson, the driving force behind 
Farmaid, said early yesterday as he 
boarded his bus to leave the stadium 
after the marathon concert. 

Nelson said telephone pledges 
during Sunday's concert totalled ab- 
out S5 million, according to Walt 
Adams of-Che Nashville Network, a 
cable system that carried 12 hours of 


the concert live to 25 milli on sub- 
scribing households. 

Another $4 million was raised be- 
fore the first note sounded, through 
ticket sales and corporate donations. 
Concert organizers had said earlier 
they hoped to raise ap to $150 mil- 
lion to help the nations struggling 
fanners. r Concert publicists said they 
expected the flow of Farmaid money 
to continue, by telephone and mail, 
for weeks or even months. 

An audience of more than 78,000 
packed the University of Illinois 
football stadium, weathering hours 
of rain with good humour. They 
danced, swayed and sang along to 14 
hours of music. 


life for two who killed Indian bride 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - The hus- 
band and mother-in-law of a young 
Indian woman were sentenced to life 
imprisonment yesterday for burning 
her to death in a dowry dispute. 

The Supreme Court reversed a 
derision by the Delhi High Court, 
which acquitted the two after saying 
there was no evidence that a kitchen 
fire in which the woman died five 
years ago was started deliberately. 

The Supreme Court decision will 
be seen as a victory for women’s 
organizations who say hundreds of 
brides are burned to death in wrang- 
les over dowry payments hot that 
their killers are not prosecuted be- 
cause of insufficient evidence. 

It also comes just before a new 
ammendment to tighten the law ban- 


ning dowry comes into effect on 
October 2. 

Lawyers for Laxman Kumar and 
his mother said Sudha Goel' died in 
December, 1980, just 10 months 
after she married, when a kerosene 
stove accidentally caught fire. ' 

The prosecution was based on the 
accounts of neighbours who heard 
Goel’s screams from the house. Goel 
told one neighbour as she was dying 
that her mother-in-law had poured 
kerosene over her and set her alight.

PARIS (Reuter). - France yesterday 
told New Zealand it was sony the 
Rainbow Warrior sinking had dam- 
aged mutual relations but avoided a 
full apology or a promise that the 
agents involved would be punished. 

The External Relations Ministry 
said Prime Minister Laurent Fabius 
sent a message to New Zealand 
prime Minister David Lange saying 
I he was “truly sorry" for the damage 
to relations. . 

It was given to Lange with a text of 
| a statement by Fabius Sunday night 
1 admitting French guilt in sinking the 
I Greenpeace environmentalist group 
vessel in Auckland Harbour on July. 
10 . 

But Fabius’ . concern over di- 
plomatic damage is unlikely to satis- 
fy demands by New Zealand and 
Australia that France should prose- 
cute the guilty and offer a full apolo- 
gy for the attack in which one man 
died. 

Lange accused France yesterday 
of a “sordid act of international 
state-backed terrorism." He deman- 
ded millions of dollars in damages 
and said France must honour a 
pledge to try its agents. 

France, however, has clearly had 
second thoughts about taking legal 
action and Fabius said agents in- 
volved would not be prosecuted as 
they had acted on orders. 

“The people who merely carried 
out the act- must of course be ex- 
empted from blame as it would be 
unacceptable to expose members of 
the mili tary who only obeyed orders 
and who, in the past, have some- 
times carried out very dangerous 
missions on behalf of our country." 
Fabius said. 

The plea for exemption marks an 
about-face from last month when 
Fabius pledged to take legal action 
immediately if any French citizens 
appeared involved. 

Commentators said the govern- 
ment backed off doing this because, 
if it put agents in the dock, it would 
enrage the military and wreck 25 
years of patient efforts to restore 
trust between the political left and 
the armed forces. 

The military establishment has 
already been shaken by the resigna- 
tion of defence minister Charles 
Hemn and the dismissal of intelli- 
gence chief Pierre Lacoste on Fri- 
day.

Hans-Juergeu Foeratex,. spokes- 
man for the chief federal prosecutor, 
said an espionage investigation of 
the 35-year-old doctor has been 
opened. 

Foerster declined to identify the 
doctor. He said the man fled to East 
Germany with his 13-year-old.

month. 

The doctor worked in the pharma- 
cology research department of the 
university hospital in Mainz, and 
wrote a letter to the university saying 
he had gone to East Germany with 
his daughter, Foerster said. 

Foerster declined to link the case 
with the recent defections or arrests 
of seven suspected Communist spies 
in the growing West German spy 
scandal.

dictates of conscience.'' He assailed 
Germany’s plans to sell tanks to 
Saudi Arabia. He also upheld 
Israel's principle of settlement with- 
in the administered areas. His voice 
will be sorely missed today when 
large arms sales are being offered to 
Israel's enemies. 

As a man who practised what be 
preached. Springer was one of the 
most generous contributors to Israeli 
causes and organizations. He built 
the Israel Museum's Library, was a 
benefactor of Hadassah, the Weiz- 
mann Institute, Ramat Gan’s 
National Park and numerous other 
worthy institutions. He always 
showed special consideration for foe 
beautifying of Jerusalem. 

In 1976 Springer was given an 
honorary doctorate from foe Heb- 
rew University. While it was only 
one of foe many honours bestowed 
upon him by Israel, he cherished this 
distinction more than any other. 

In 1981 Springer opened foe Ben- 
Gurion Research Institute at Sde 
Boker, another important and sym- 
bolic achievement. To him it was g. v 
fitting tribute to his ■ meetings with. 
B-G and the fulfilment of biblical 
prophecy: that from foe barren de- 
sert, which represents foe threat of 
hunger, Israel is finding ways and 
means to benefit mankind. 

Springer was not shy of using his 
considerable prestige in foe political 
arena on Israel's behalf. 

IN 1984 Springer received foe hon- 
orary title of ‘Trustee of Jerusalem” 
from his great friend, Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek. He had also 
been honoured with a Gold Medal 
from foe Daily Newspapers Pub- 
lishers' Association here . 

His media empire, which was pro- 
Israel throughout, included among 
others Hoer Zu (Listen To), a mass 

CONTROLLED AND IMPEL- 
LED as we are by the strictly arbit- 
rary concept of Newtonian- time, 
with foe ticking of a dock measuring 
out our minutes, hours and days, we 
humans have always seemed to take 
a dim view of the attempts of orga- 
nized establishments to tamper with 
foe setting of our time machines. 
The perennial furore over summer 
time, or "daylight saving time,” is 
not an isolated phenomenon, but it 
has many precedents. 

On the day the State of Israel was 
established, the clocks were set 
ahead two foil hours in order to save 
precious and dwindling fuel re^ 
serves, and here foe consideration 
was simply lighting, since there were 
few air-conditioning units in foe in- 
fant state. 

Even so, while most people took 
the matter in their stride and 
accepted the fact that while the dock 
said 6 a.m. it was really only four in 
foe morning, there were those who 
objected, notably foe residents of 
Mea She'arim who felt it upset the 
natural rhythin of prayer and foe 
farmers who claimed it upset foe 
cows- to be milked a full two hours 
earlier. 

The Americans got foeii daylight 
saving time, but not without a lot of 
bother. From 1918 to 1942, it was left 
to foe discretion of local authorities.

about gas chambers. Locked away, 
isolated from foe outside world, we 
lived in fear but in ignorance of what 
awaited us once we left this ghetto, 
advertized by foe Germans as, “ Die 
Stadt die Hitler den Juden gesehenk 
hat , " (The town Hitler gave the Jews 
as a present). 

PRIOR TO THE children’s arrival, 
there was a great deal of rush work 
done outside foe walls of foe ghetto. 
A group of chosen male inmates 
were putting up wooden barracks, 
constantly accompanied by SS 
guards. Nobody knew its purpose. 
While foe ghetto was under strict 

curfew, the best doctors and nurses 
were searched out among foe in- 
mates of Terezin, all of these having 
until then worked with children of 
foe ghetto' in some capacity. They 
were rounded up and without delay

circulation radio magazine, Bild 
Zeitung, Europe’s largest mass- 
circulation paper, and Constanze, 
plus two important Berlin newspap- 
ers, B.Z. and Berliner Morgenblatj. 
Springer also owned foe famous UD- 
stein Veriag and Propylaen pub- 
lishing houses. 

Springer publications fully sup- 
ported Israel's application for associ- 
ate status in the European Common 
Market The publisher steadfastly 
made known his concern for 
Europe’s total failure to consider 
Israel’s search for security, and he 
criticized Europe's appeasement of 
the Arab states, as he believed that 
both trends were shortsighted and 
dangerous. In his enterprises, Sprin- 
ger carefully screened all employees

to exclude former Nazis and anti- 
Semites. 

Springer was foe son of a small 
publisher. He was born in 1912 in 
Altona, today part erf Hamburg. He 
began his career in a print shop and 
then worked as foe producer of a 
modest radio commentary, Nord- 
Westdeutsche Hefte. He took over 
foe newspaper Die Welt from the 
Allied occupation authorities and 
made it into one of Germany’s in- 
fluential journals. 'It was one of foe 
few started after foe occupation that 
survived. Springer's publishing en- 
terprises became synonymous with 
success. 

During his first visit to Israel in foe 
early ’60s Springer was deeply 
affected by foe stale of divided Jeru-

with one town setting the clocks 
ahead and a neighbouring town leav- 
ing them as they were. This made it 
almost impossible to consult a train 
or bus schedule, and was further 
complicated by the fact that many 
neighbouring dries and towns were 
already located right at the edge of 
the time zones - a change from 
Mountain Time to Pacific Time 
already made a one-hour difference. 

THE LINES were pretty well drawn 
in foe U.S. when foe Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbour catapulted Amer- 
ica into the war. From then on, 
daylight savings was foe order of foe 
day, all protesters being branded as 
unpatriotic and answered with a 
terse, “Don't you know there’s a war 
on?” 

The Germans instituted daylight 
saving time in World War I but later 
abandoned it In 1940, Hitler reinsti- 
tuted foe practice. There were also 
complaints during peace time, parti- 
cularly from cattle and poultry far- 
mers who claimed that animals were 


upset by the earlier feeding and 
milking times, but they, too, quieted 
down under foe pressure of war. 

Nowhere has the introduction of 
summer time been introduced with- 
out some dissension. There were 
riots in the streets of Teheran when 
the late shah introduced it, mostly by 
religious fanatics who said it was an 
offence to Allah to change foe time 
of prayer for the convenience of 
man. 

Today. Ayatollah Khomeini has 
abolished foe practice. 

But nowhere did the introduction 
of summer time create such an up- 
roar as in Britain. From 1912, when 
foe first motion was tabled, until 
1916, when it became law, foe parlia- 
mentarians and foe editorial writers 
of foe Times dealt with this at foe 
expense of many other subjects. 

In foe vanguard of foe dissidents 
were foe farmers and foe factory 
workers, the latter claiming they 
were suffering from headaches and 
fatigue as a result of the longer

The 
conductor employs permanently en- 
thusiastic brachial movements of ex- 
tensive-range, with nearly con- 
tinuous parallel motion of both 


taken outside of foe ghetto walls to 
foe newly erected barracks, to meet 
foe strange children who had ar- 
rived, nobody knew from where.

Nevertheless, as time went by. foe 
children told their horror stories to 
foe doctors and nurses and they, in 
time, defying German death threats, 
smuggled these stories back to foe 
ghetto in different ways. Sometime 
through the utensils that were bring- 
ing their food to and from the ghetto. 

The children came from Bialis- 
lock, Poland. They spoke Polish and 
Yiddish. They were terribly fright- 
ened and fa a state of shock. A few 
days before their departure, all the 
Jews of the Bialistock Ghetto were 

salem, in which he saw a parallel to 
foe division of Berlin. The reunifica- 
tion of Jerusalem in-1967 was to him 
a hopeful sign and the fulfilment of 
prophecy. It was an interesting 
coincidence, he told his friend and 
guide, Teddy Kollek, that the Sprin- 
ger Buflding was situated next to the 
Berlin Wall in Jerusalemerstrasse 
(Jerusalem Street). 

Springer’s generous contributions 
towards the beautification and de- 
velopment of the Holy Ciry were an 
extension of his deep belief in biblic- 
al prophecies concerning the re- 
building of Jerusalem and its benefit 
for all mankind. His Christian herit- 
age and his upbringing (particularly 
foe influence of his mother) fostered 
respect fox freedom and total rejec- 
tion of National Socialism. Sprin- 
ger's contributions to Jerusalem in- 
cluded, in addition to major projects 
and parks in various parts of foe city, 
equipment for hospitals, books for 
municipal libraries, basketball 
courts, support for municipal pro- 
jects and many other serial welfare 
activities. 

YET IN 1966, when foe West Ger- 
man press magnate offered foe Israel 
Museum a donation of Si million, 
many voices advocated foe rejection 
of this unusually large contribution. 
It was said that no German should be 
allowed to enter into our cultural Hfe 
or institutions. 

However, foe donation for Israel 
Museum's Library was accepted and 
throughout foe years Springer won 
both foe respect and foe admiration 
of many of his former critics. 

He was attracted by Israel's tenac- 
ity, and he learned to admire foe 
Jewish people's devotion to its roots 
and traditions. 

Springer owned a flat in Jerusalem 
and took every opportunity to come 
here and breathe our air, to share 
our problems and difficulties. Last 
February .Teddy Kollek arranged a 
rare meeting in Jerusalem between 
Springer and former West German 
chancellor and Socialist leader Wil- 
ly Brandt, who were political adver- 
saries, when both happened to visit 
the city. AH Israel and in particular 
Jerusalemites will sorely miss this 
true friend.

evening hours when foe children 
were stfll awake. 

There was also a complaint that 
summer time would adversely affect 
foe birth-rate and lead to a popula- 
tion explosion since people would go 
to bed an hour earlier. After all,-' 
there wasn't any television back 
then. 

There was one demonstration by 
labourers who felt that having to go

driven outside to foe square and left 
standing there for many hours. 

Then the children were separated 
from their parents. Some men and 
women were shot in front of the 
children and the remainder were 
gassed in a building that bore the 
inscription “bath.” 

Then, the SS men started loading 
the children into trucks and those 
that resisted were shot. Frightened 
out of their wits, hungry and thirsty, 
they huddled together and let the 
Germans take them away. 

THEY WERE brought to There- 
sienstadt. The Germans took very 
good care of them. Special food was 
prepared for them, while the popula- 
tion of the ghetto was dying of mal- 
nutrition. 

Medicine, unavailable in hospitals 
where prisoners were dying for lack 


of it. was provided for these chil- 
dren. Clothing was given to them 
that was taken from children that left 
in earlier transports going to the 
East. Even toys were supplied. 

The healthier children remained 
in Theresiensradt. 

Children that were suspected of 
having contagious diseases were 
taken in a car by SS men to the Small 
Fortress, a prison 10 minutes away 
from the ghetto, usually at night". 
There they were murdered, accord- 
ing to the doctors in charge of the 
mortuary. 

The healthier children remained 
in Theresienstadt for six weeks. 
Under the care and supervision of 
the Jewish doctors and nuises. the 
children slowly unwound, blos- 
somed. started smiling. They ate. 
though they could not fill up the 
hunger of the past years. They 
started to learn how to play again. 

And then, one day. they dis- 
appeared the same way they had 
come. 





On the morning of October 5. 
1943, the wooden barracks were 
empty. 

Again, through the ghetto 
grapevine, we learned that all doc- 
tors and nurses were ordered to 
remove their yellow stars that Jews 
wore on every garment even in the 
ghetto, and to sign a declaration 
pledging silence on what they had 
seen and lived through once they left 
the ghetto. 

Abtransport Dn/a. as it was 
marked by the Germans, left There- 
sienstadt in the early morning hours, 
while the ghetto inhabitant's slept- 
Cattle wagons, with their cargo of 
L196 children and 53 doctors and 
nurses, left for an unknown destina- 
tion. never to be seen again. 

Unknown only to us, their sent- 
ence was already pronounced by the 
murderers. Only the date had to be 
derided on. 

On £rrv Yom Kippur , October 7, 
1943. 1.196 children from Bialistock 
Ghetto in Poland and 53 doctors and 
nurses from Theresienstadt accom- 
panying them to the end. said their 
last Shema in the gas chambers of 
Auschwitz.

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Half-year loss ofIS7.3 billion turns to gain of ESlOb. 

Mizrahi swings to operating profit

Bank Mizrahi achieved an operat- 
ing profit of IS1Q billion in the first 
half of this year, compared with an 
operating loss of IS7.3b. (in May 
1985 value shekels) in the same 
period in 1984. The bank's net pro- 
fits for the half year slipped to 
lS2.7b. from IS3.5b. last year. 

These were the highlights of the 
bank’s half-yearly report, released 
late on Sunday evening. For Mizra- 
hi. the key development was in the 
area of operating profits, where - as 
noted - the bank had failed to turn 
around the loss of 1983. Although in 
both the half-yearly and full-year 
profits for 19S4, it’ showed a net 
profit, this was the result of one-time 
profits garnered from the sale of 
assets, such as real estate, but the 
bank's commercial operations re- 
mained in the red. 


Only in the most recent half-year 
has this situation been corrected, 
and the comparison with the results 


of the first half of 1984 show a swing 
of ISl7.3b-, or S13.7 million. 

The fact that the improved operat- 
ing position failed to feed through 
into the bottom line, or net profit, is 
attributable to the tax bite that came 
with the return to profitability, 
which was much larger compared 
with the limited taxes paid last year, 
to fact, Mizrahi registered a net 
outlay on one-time transactions, but 
only of 15414m. 

The statement accompanying the 
figures attributes the main force be- 
hind the turn-around to Mizrahi’s 
efforts to cut costs. These have cen- 
tred on the areas of staff firings, 
cutbacks in management costs and 
pruning the bank’s widespread and 
overextended computer services. In 
the last area alone, 30 people were 
recently fired and different compu- 
ter operations arc being merged. 

In the current half-year this trend 
is being continued and a further 
round of firings is planned for the 
post-holiday period. 

As with the other banks which 


publish their half-yearly results, 
Mizrahi has placed the factor of very 
wide profit margins in second place, 
although independent analysts in 
academic and financial dreies see 
the wide gap between effective in- 
terest paid to depositors and that 
charged to borrowers as the single 
most important factor behind the 
improved performance of the banks 
in the first half of 1985. 

The balance sheet of the Mizrahi . 
group swelled by 14.3% in the year 
to June 30. 1985, while its total 
capital means grew by only 1.3%, to 
stand at IS5.889 billion (S4,665ro.) 
and IS200b. ($158-4m. ), respective- 
ly- 

The bank’s capital growth was 
slowed by the reclassification of 
capital note series of Mizrahi Invest- 
ments and Tefahot, two of Mizrahi's 
subsidiaries, so that they are no 
longer counted as capital but as debt 
liabilities. Deposits from the public 
and loans to the public both grew by 
almost 16% in the period from June 
1984 to June 1985.

Change in foreign 
currency regulations

The Bank of Israel yesterday 
announced an important provision 
regarding foreign currency regula- 
tions. Under it foreign residents and 
olim less than 20 years in the country 
who are pensioners and hold bank 
shares, and who choose to put the 
money they receive from these 
shares into one of the three special 
schemes offered by the Treasury, 
will be allowed to use the proceeds to 
repurchase foreign currency and put 
it into a free foreign currency 
accounts. 

Under the foreign currency rules 
announced in July 1985, only sales of 
regular shares, and not those co- 
vered by the “arrangement,” were 
eligible for current repurchase. 


British Aerospace holding 
secret talks with Moscow

BEERSHEBA. - Moshe Kerch, 
general manager of the giant Makh- 
teshim Chemical Works here, said 
yesterday that the company will have 
to retrain or fire 150-200 of its 1-300 
workers, once its edition insecticide 
plant fiere shuts down on December 
31. 

Plans to move the cotnion plant to 
the company’s Ramat Hovav site 12 
kilometres south of here have not 
been carried out for lack of govern- 
ment funding, he added. 

“We submitted an $80 million de- 
velopment programme for oar 
Ramat Hovav installation as well as 
for sprucing up oor installations 
here. Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
on his visit to Beersheba in April 
supported the plan, but the econo- 
mic freeze has dealt it a death blow”. 

On Sunday night. Mayor Eliahu 
Navi met with the heads of Makh- 
teshim and told them that the plant 
making cotnion, (an insecticide 
made of an organic phosphorus com- 
pound) must be closed as previously 
agreed by December 31. even if the 
company can’t begin production 
elsewhere. Cotnion is said to be 
responsible for the fumes that peren- 


nially plague the city atnight. 

Kerch told The Jerusalem Post 
that 90% of die compound is ex- 
ported, mostly to Europe and the 
U.S. “In the middle of 1986 we will 
no longer be able to export cotnion, 
because we will have sold everything * 
produced by the time of closure:” 

Navi also said that by January 1, 
1986 Makhteshim win no longer be 
ablejo pour its toxic wastes into the 
Beersheba wadi, but will have to 
truck them to its Ramat Hovav in- 
stallation. “Unless Makhteshim 
adheres to these decisions, it will be 
shut down and the city wiQ mire 
those responsible to court,” the city 
spokesman said. - 

In a related matter, the southern 
region planning committee decided 
yesterday to allow the government’s 
Mivnei Ta'asiya company to expand 
the national toxic wastes disposal 
site at Ramat Hovav by one third, to 
130 dunams. 

The committee hedged its permis- 
sion with two conditions: that' the 
trucks carrying the wastes do not 
pass through Beersheba, and that 
the site be open to receive such 
consignments all day long. Today, 
the site operates only in. the morning 
hours.

LONDON (Reuter). - The aircraft 
manufacturer British Aerospace is 
conducting secret talks with the 
Soviet Unton on the joint manufac- 
ture of 1 ,000 civil airliners, the Sun- 
day Times said this week. 

It quoted unidentified aviation 
sources as saying the negotiations 
started a year ago, during a visit by a 
Soviet delegation to the Farn- 
borough Air Show in southern Eng- 
land. 

They said the talks were very 
serious but tentative. 

“If British Aerospace pulls this 
off, it could be their biggest export 
deal ever. It will be the first time 
since the last war that the Russians 
have gone abroad for civil aircraft in 
these numbers.” the newspaper 
quoted the sources as saying. 

The Soviet Union was understood 
to be considering making under li- 
cence the advanced turboprop 
(ATP) aircraft, which will not fly in 
the West until next year, the news- 
paper said. 

A British aerospace delegation vi- 
sited Moscow for the second time 
three weeks ago and further meet- 
ings were planned in the near future, 
according to the Sunday Times. 


It said any such deal, worth hun- 
dreds of millions sterling, would take 
years to negotiate. . 

The ATP, a short-haul airliner 
which carries 64 people, has modem 
fuel-efficient engines, the paper 
said. 

It said a posable obstacle to the 
deal was that the engines were made 
in the U.S., which takes a serious 
view of the export of high- 
technology to the Soviet Union. 

The Sunday Times said that in the 
event of U.S. objections the planes 
would be fitted with Soviet engines.

ders, has been accompanied by a 
decline in export earnings. 

The most important exports are 
primary products, particularly oil, 
for which world prices have been low 
over the past year. 

Exports are expected to fall to 
$25.88b. this year, from 526.1b. in

However, there is a distinct 
change in reading habits, be said. 
“We are selling fewer periodicals on 
electronics and computers, but many 
more on fashions - such as the 
American Vogue and the German 
Bwrda." Sales of fashion magazines 
have soared by 42% , and one reason 
seems to be that they also provide 
patterns which help women make 
their own clothes. 

Sales of another German maga- 
zine, Bravo , which caters to youth, 
have risen by 18%, Baruch said. 
“This is surprising, since few Israeli 
youngsters read German - but then 
Bravo is full of that type of pictures 
which teenagers clip and pin on the 
walls of their rooms. ” 

While sales were $2.5 million in 
1984, they are now Tunning at an 
annual rate of $3m. This is despite 
the emergency economic policy 
which has reduced ready cash avail- 
able to the majority of people.” 

Baruch admits, however, that a 
good part of increased sales is due to 
the increase in tourism this year. But 
the visitors, like most Israelis, will 
often forgo buyihg a periodical if 
there are fewer selling dAys in a 
week. For example, if a Jewish holi- 
day falls during the week, sales are 
off; if the same holiday falls on a 
Saturday, sales remain steady. 

As for newspapers, Israelis have 
acquired a taste for the Wall Street 
Journal , whose sales almost tripled 
over the past year. 

There is still another reason for 
increased sales. Since the beginning 
of this year, Bronfman began com- 
puterizing all its services, which 
allows it to keep much closer tabs on 
sales. 

The number of newspapers and 
magazines represented by Bronf- 
man's rose from 650 last year to 732 
this year; the number of sales outlets 
from S00 to 904; and the number of 
wholly-owned book shops from 16 to 
22. Franchised shops, of which there 
are now six, were introduced for the 
first time this year.

Shares stabilize after falls

TEL AVIV. - The “free" share 
market came out of its tailspin 
yesterday and put in a quietly mixed 
performance on much larger volume 
than had been seen on Monday. 
Index-linked bonds continued to 
rise, while dollar-linked fell slightly. 
The yields in Treasury bills fell in 
response to a Bank of Israel 
announcement of a 2 % fall in the 
cost of its monetary loans to com- 
mercial banks - which presages a 
general fall in interest rates. 

The balance in fee share market 
was alrnosr perfect in terms of 
advancing and dedinging issues, and 
even fee heavy falls in some shares 
were offset by the number of shares 
that gained 5% or more. As a result 
the non-bank index was flar, while 
the “arrangement" shares finally 
had an unambiguously good day. 
and rose by 1.58%. A sign of the 
improved atmosphere in shares was 
the 1.35% rise in the investment 
company index. 

The most significant action was 
once again in the Treasury bill sec- 
tor. where on volume of IS4. 7 billion 
the Bank of Israel allowed monthly 
yields to drop by a whole percent 
after several weeks of stability. 

It remains to be seen whether fee 
commercial banks will lower interest 
rates in the wake of the central 
bank's initiative.

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Taba as opera 


THE ROW over Taba - not so much between Israel and Egypt 
as between the Likud and the Alignment - is taking on the 
character of an opera buff a. 

The background for the row is by now familiar enough. In the 
peace treaty signed by them six and a half years ago, Israel and 
Egypt undertook to settle all the disputes arising from the 
interpretation of the treaty first by negotiations. If negotiations 
failed, the dispute would be resolved by conciliation or 
submitted! to arbitration. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir - who opposed the peace 
treaty when it was presented to the country by then premier 
Menachem Begin - claims to know for a fact that conciliation, 
after negotiations, was Israel’s idea; and that it was only at the 
insistence of the Egyptians that arbitration was pencilled in. 

Maybe so: but Israel’s initial position makes no difference to 
the plain and binding meaning of the treaty. 

Mr. Shamir, however, decided early on. right after his 
appointment as foreign minister by Mr. Begin, to place his own 
construction on Article 7 of the treaty. So that when efforts to 
settle the competing claims of Egypt and Israel to tiny Taba 
through negotiations failed by the time specified for Israel's 
final withdrawal from Sinai, in April 1982, Mr. Shamir called 
for further effort through non-binding conciliation - and only if 
that failed, through binding arbitration. The Egyptians made 
no secret of their view that only arbitration would allow a quick, 
and clear-cut. settlement of the issue. 

Mr. Shamir derived this interpretation from the fact that 
conciliation is mentioned in the treaty before arbitration. The 
legal adviser of the Foreign Ministry advised him at the time 
that his reading was wrong. What Article 7 clearly states is that, 
after negotiations, there should be a choice of either concilia- 
tion or arbitration. Mr. Shamir ignored the advice. 

Since then, as foreign minister, as prime minister, and most 
recently as vice premier- and the Likud's nominal leader- Mr. 
Shamir has clung to his own reading. He has done so evenin the 
face of Alignment charges that his, and the Likud's, true 
interest lies in never resolving the Taba issue, and thus 
preventing Egypt's promised normalization - and closing any 
peace options in the West Bank. 

If the charges were overdrawn, Mr. Shamir has done little to 
disprove them. He did, it is true, present conciliation as being 
more in keeping with the spirit of peace, even while knowing 
full well that, in the circumstances, it would never lead to any 
agreement: the Likud alone would guarantee that. Following 
Ariel Sharon's lead, he even portrayed arbitration, arguably a 
second-best method of pacific settlement, as nothing less than 
the counsel of surrender to Egypt’s will, ignoring the implica- 
tion that Israel had no case on Taba. 

Still, Mr. Shamir is, in addition to his other current duties, 
the foreign minister, and he knows, too, that Israel cannot 
renounce arbitration without at the same time denouncing the 
peace treaty. 

So, after agreeing with his Likud cabinet colleagues last 
Saturday night that a delegation of government directofs- 
general to Cairo to discuss Taba, must avoid arbitration as the 
plague, he apparently gave Premier Shimon Peres, even if only 
tacitly, the green light for a letter of instructions to the 
delegation which authorized it to take up not only a possible 
compromise, and conciliation, but also a compromise or 
document of arbitration. 

Then he flew to New York for the UN General Assembly, 
leaving it to his Likud colleagues, and notably to his foreign- 
affairs stand-in, Moshe Arens, to pick up the pieces of Likud 
strategy in transatlantic consultation with him. 

A way will probably be found out of the present ridiculous 
impasse, and the national unity government will be saved again 
from breakup. Most people in this country believe that Taba, as 
such, is not worth the dissolution of the government, and they 
are right. But continued stalling by the Likud cannot, sooner or 
later, and perhaps sooner than later, have any other result. 


Legal discrimination 


COULD a rabbinical court in Israel permit a man to take a 
second wife and for no better reason than that the first one. still 
alive, had borne him three daughters but no son. thus denying 
the man the fulfilment of the biblical commandment to “be 
fruitful and multiply”? 

According to a news report a few days ago it could, and the 
Beersheba Rabbinical Court, did so, in fact The report scandal- 
ized a large section of the countty’s Jewish community, not 
least its distaff side, but it was promptly denied. The man had 
indeed been allowed to take a second wife, but in effect because 
the first one had proved a “rebellious wife” who, defying a 
rabbinical court ruling, would not accept a divorce. 

The matter of the absent sons had been brought up not by the 
man himself but by one of the rabbis on the court, and it was not 
the decisive reason. The ruling, then, is not unreasonable, in 
halachic terms, and it is certain to be sustained on appeal. 

But this does not dispose of the underlying problem. For it 
remains inexplicable that a rabbinical court should consider 
bigamy - even if sanctioned by civil law - as a remedy to its 
halachic inability to enforce a divorce decree. And it is no less 
scandalous, on principle, that a similar remedy should not be 
made available to a woman whose husband refuses to divorce 
her. 

The reply will be that it is scandalous to fault the rabbis for 
declining to revise, on their own, unchangeble halacha. As an 
official in the" Religious Affairs Ministry remarked to a Post 
reporter, “These are the laws (of halacha). The man always has 
the upper hand in the rabbinical courts.” 

What then is to be done? Should the Jewish community, 
which is not overwhelmingly Orthodox, patiently wait until 
some day a newly assembled Sanhedrin considers granting 
halachic legitimacy to the principle of the equality of the sexes? 
It is not likely that the community, which has already waited 
long enough for the rabbinate to “do something” in the matter, 
will have the patience for that. 

For the situation is truly intolerable. Israel does not, to this 
day, have a Bill of Rights, because any Bill of Rights worth its 
name will put paid to the principle of male domination 
enshrined in halacha - and the rabbis, acting through the 
religious parties, will brook no such revolution. But the chances 
of the present situation of inequality persisting for another 37 
years must be deemed pretty slim. 

If the rabbinate does not reform, by whatever means, the 
laws under which its courts operate, pressure will rise for taking 
away its virtual monopoly in matters of personal status, and 
legislating civil marriage and divorce.

DANIEL TROPPER'S advice to 
the religious parties to contribute to 
national unity by calling a halt to new 
religious legislation (The Jerusalem 
Post, September 15) is something 
that needed saying. Whether the 
religious parties will give his views a 
serious hearing is another question. 

My guess is that - if they deign to 
respond at all - they will accuse him 
of being soft on Jewish values and of 
currying favour with the non- 
religious. 

But the religious politicians must 
know that Dr. Tropper let them off 
l^ity.' Nowhere Soesbeimpugn their 
motives, only the wisdom of some of 
their actions. 

Thus, he deplores their “poor tac- 
tics” in failing to present the bill to 
outlaw the sale of pig meat as a piece 
of Jewish, rather than religions, leg- 
islation. Its “joint introduction by 
religious and non-religious MKs 
would have automatically highlight- 
ed the Jewish dimension.” 

(For the record, the two religious 
members of Tehiya and four Likud 
MKs - Meir Cohen- Avidov. Miriam 
Glazer-Ta’asa, Ovadia Eli, and 
Yehosbua Matza - affixed their sign- 
atures as co -sponsors to the bill initi- 
ated by the religious factions. Rabbi 
Menahem Hacohen and Ephraim 
Shalom of the Alignment introduced 
an almost identical bill of their own. 
The Law Committee later consoli- 
dated the two bills into one, which is 
still awaiting its first reading.) 

We can take Trapper's criticism 
one step farther. 

The bill of the religious factions 
was presented to the Knesset - i.e.. 
explained and defended from the 
rostrum - by Rabbi Avraham Sba- 
pira of Agudat Yisrael, who argued 
that it was designed to enhance the 
Jewish character of the State. of 
Israel and did not come under the 
head of religious legislation. 

But who could be expected to 
believe that, coming as it did from an 
Aguda man? If Shapira had waived 
the honour and prevailed upon the 
Alignment's Etiahu Speiser, Amnon 
Linn, or Abba Eban to present the 
bill, it would have put the subject in 
an entirely different perspective. 
(The three were among the 22 Align-

ment members who joined Shimon 
Peres in voting for the bill.) 


IT IS NOT likely that Shapira even 
thought of such a thing. Religious 
politicians are not built that way, not 
in Israel at any rate. Moshe Urrna, 
early in his book Bidrochim Nifradot 
(By Separate Roads): The Religious 
Parties in Israel - reviewed in these 
pages on April 26 - makes the point 
that while religious parties are not an 
Israeli invention, the Knesset is the 
only parliament in which more than 
one religious party is represented. 

Consequently (this I don’t think 
Uuna says), it is not enough for a 
religious party in this country to 
achieve some religious gain; the reli- 
gious public must know that th e 
achievement was work of that par- 
ticular party and not that of its rivals. 

The competition can even reach 
the stage where the politicians of one 
party would rather see a particular 
religious measure fail than have 
another party get credit for it. The 
verse in Jeremiah 16:11, ’“[They] 
have forsaken Me and have not kept 
My Law,” was interpreted by Rabbi 
Hiyya bar Abba as follows: “Would 
they had forsaken Me but kept My 
Law." Such self-abnegation is not to 
be expected of religious politidaus- 

Less frequently, such rivalry pre- 
vails within a religious party. We 
were treated to such a sight in the 
10th Knesset, when Menahem 
Porush of Agudat Yisrael’s mitnag- 
dic wing stole the show from Shapira 
of its hassidic wing by presenting the 
party's proposed amendment to the 
Archeology Law the evening before 
Shapira was scheduled to do so. 
Shapira later said bitterly that he had 
even bought a new suit to wear on 
the occasion. 

Because the amendment had not 
been officially scheduled to be heard 
that evening, then-Speaker 
Menahem Savidor declared its pas- 
sage on its preliminary, reading null 
and void. And that was the end of 

the amendmen t. 

Getting back to the “P ig Bfll,” 


there would have been another 
advantage if it had been presented 
by a secularist MK: the Knesset 
would have been spared Shapira's 
impassioned speech, with its refer- 
ences to the High Priest on Yom 
Kipper , “ray cousin, " the Gaon of 
Lublin, and “the holy Tora." 

The statement of Shas MK Shi- 
mon Ben-Shlomo last November, 
blasting the deaths of Israel soldiers 
in Lebanon on the licentiousness of 
our women soldiers, will be recalled. 
When Shas leader Yitzhak Peretz 
was first told that his colleague had 
told this to a reporter, he is said to 
have reacted in disbelief: “In a syna- 
gogue, I could understand- it. But to 
a reporter?!'* 


JUST SO. If the majority of the 
Knesset members believed that the 
Tora “comes from God” and that it 
“deserves deep respect, awe, rever- 
ence, or adoration” (some of the 
dictionary definitions of “holy,” 
there wotild be no need for a Fig Law 
to begin with. 

What point was there, then, in 
employing expressions that cannot 
be expected to speak to the audi- 
ence? 

Shapira is no fool and he surely did 
not build his carpet empire by anta- 
gonizing potential customers. Might 
his main concern have been how his 
speech would look in the next morn- 
ing’s Hamodia? 

When it comes to making a plain- 
tive speech, however, Shapira is no 
match for Interior Minister Rabbi 
Yitzhak Peretz, who replied, pre- 
sumably in the name of the govern- 
ment. Since he agreed completely 
with the contents of the bfll, the 
better part of wisdom would have 
been to say so in five or 10 minutes. 
Tbe Knesset had already been 
preached at sufficiently. 

Instead, Peretz spoke for half an 
hour, plucking at the heart strings 
and giving a survey of the pig in 
Jewish history and religious sources. 

He recounted the story of a power 
struggle in the first century BCE 


between the. brothers Aristobulus 
and Hyrcanus n and the latter's 
siege of Jerusalem where his brother 
was ruling. 

As the siege went on, the supply of 
lambs required for the daily Temple 
sacrifice was exhausted, and for 
some time Hyrcanus agreed to pro- 
vide a Iamb each day in a basket 
lowered from inside the walls. But 
one day. instead of the sacrificial 
lamb, the basket was found to con- 
tain a pig. A curse was then put on 
anyone who bred pigs in Eretz Yis- 
rael. . 

The funny thing is that Shapira 
had told the same story- Peretz had 
been writing busily during Shapira's 
speech, obviously composing or re- 
vising his own. Maybe he did not 
hear Shapira tell the tale; Or, in view 


of the Shas- Aguda rivalry . maybe he 
didn't care. In anv case, the Knesset 


didn't care. In any case, the Knesset 
heard it.twice. 

Like bis Shas colleague whom, he 
himself had berated, Peretz forgot 
that what is suitable for a sermon in 
the synagogue is not necessarily the 
formula for a Knesset speech. I 
would not be surprised to learn that 
one or two Alignment MKs were 
undecided when they walked into 
the chamber, but voted against the 
bill after being subjected to the 
eloquence of Shapira and Peretz. 


TROPPER'S CALL for a morator- 
ium on religious legislation, howev- 
er, may be going too far. There is a 
middle way and I am not sure 
whether be is equally opposed to this 
or never even has considered it. I 
refer to religious legislation achieved 
not by means of coalition agree- 
ments but by persuading a majority 
of MKs on an individual basis. 

Isn't it the way the religious tail in 
a government coalition can wag the 
dog that infuriates the secularists? 
Would they not be less resentful if a 
majority of MKs, each voting freely 
according to his conscience without 
any coalition or faction pressure, 
decided to ban the sale of pig meat? 

Even those who drool at the sight 


(or smell) of pork chops might feel 
just as strongly , that the Knesset has 
no right to inhibit their dietary 
habits, but they could no longer 
accuse “the datiyim" of political ex- 
tortion. Those who believe parlia- 
ment has no business legislating on 
such a subject presumably object no 
less to tbe law fixing Saturday as the 
official day of rest. 

Not that I think the Pig Law 
belongs at the top of the religious 
parties' agenda. Putting an end to 
unessential work on the Sabbath is 
surely much more important. I do 
not mean Sabbath lectures at Habi- 
mah, but is it not anomalous in a 
Jewish state to pay workers double 
or triple wages for Sabbath work? 

Tbe economic arguments against 
the stoppage of El A1 flights on fee 
Sabbath certainly cannot be ignored. 
But the opposition to such a stop- 
page expressed by El A1 staff repre- 
sentatives on the ground that this 
would deprive them of their Sabbath 
premium pay was nothing less than 
shameful. 

The trouble is that so long as 
Orthodox Jews are exempt from 
Sabbath work, even in such admit- 
tedly essential jobs as electricity and 
water supply maintenance, the 
“Shabbes goyim" are entitled to ex- 
tra pay for being away from their 
families on the official day of rest. 

Only when the rabbis come up 
with a Halacha for a Jewish state, 
with clear-cut rules on the types of 
work that are vital for the existence 
of a modern state and which may 
therefore be performed on the Sab- 
bath, can such work be assigned on 
an equal basis to observant and non- 
observant Jews. Without extra pay. 

Such work, as Prof. Yeshayahu 
Leibowitz has been saying for some 
35 years, would then be not only 
permissible but a veritable mitzva. 
But the Orthodox establishment re- 
jected Rabbi Yehuda Leib 
Maimon's proposal for the revival of 
the Sanhedrin, perhaps the only 
body that could adopt the required 
code. 

This remains the fundamental 
failure of religious Zionism .

carob trees “are not native, natural 
trees in this part of the world.** Mr. 
Assaph Goar, botanist and agricul- 
turist, director of the Department of 
Plantations in the Ministry of Agri- 
culture from 1948 to 1960, held that 
the original home of the carob was 
Israel and its neighbouring countries 
(Of fruits of the Land of Israel, 
Hebrew edition, 1974), while Yehu- 
da Feliks, Professor of Botany at 
Bar-Dan University, regarded it as 
“the local widespread tree without

doubt grown in the land (of Israel) in 
the period of the Bible” (Plant world 
of the Bible, 1968). 

The carob seeds indeed gave rise 
to the unit called “carat,” but not as 
Mis. Ben Shaul wrote, “as a stan- 
dard measure of weight for gold,” 
but as a measure for the purity of the 
alloy of gold, 24 carat being pure 
gold. As a straight weight unit, the 
“carat” has been and is bring used 
for precious stones and the like. 

Tire carob seeds themselves are 
not as uniform in size and weight as 
Mrs. Ben Shaul stated. But for men 
of earlier generations, who had less 
delicate balances than our labora- 
tory scales and electronic weighing 
equipment, they may have appeared 
quite uniform. In practice, the most 
equal seeds were selected for use and 
were checked against a standard in 
the form of a good coin or scale 
weight. . A.ERAN
